It tu thnrn- 
fora so novel id«a thien waa aiprened in a 
leader of thil journal on the 13th imtant. on 
the ay* of Mr. Thohmtok's moiiou for the re- 
tention of thn Artillery:— " We an not to sure 
European poliliea may not rentier it aeceiury 
that our fortifi cation* ihould be htpt is good 
order. The diflicultiea of India offer ■ atrong 
temptation to any great power ditpoted to 
quarrel with England." In the court* of the 
debate ihin aentiment wa* eifretted by iome of 
the ipeaktri, and turned to ridicule by other*. 
The recent new* not only ahow* that the 
despatch of the Artillery for w price in India wa* 
not rtquired, but that the slate of European 
politic* mikee Tigiltnce on tha part of our 
own tocaJ Oorernmant a matter of the bighetl 
neoeuiiy. The defeat of Lord Palms am on 
upon tbe Bill to alter the penalty of Conspiracy 
to Murrler has * ligmiftcinc* not to be di»- 
coyered in the protiiian* of that meuore. No 
OB* can douht that corupiracy to murder 
any man it a de* to* table crime ; but whan the 
cbject of thtt eonipirafy it tha toyertign of a 
greit nation in alliuiee with our own, the 
offenc* becomes one of the highett manitnde. 
There can be no objection in any English mind 
to aggr irate tbe penalty if required "w repnu 
the offsnoa ; but the circunulaneea attendant 
upon the introduction of thi* bill hate 
eiomed the .pirit of the n.tion, and can»4 it* 
irjection- 

The present toreieign of France ha* 
addressed to England remonstrances inch as 
hart been already adireated to other power* of 
Europe too feeble to dispat* the dietitian 
England hi* always offered an asylum to all 
willing to obey her lawt, end reftuad to bo 
the instrument of their perseeution. What 
aggravate* the national repugnance to past a 
law under the preuure of the French Uonrn- 
mant is, the fact that it* chief, and many of it- 
more prorninent innporttrt. were formerly 
indebted to England for ehelter— thtt 
in England, indeed, they plotted 
treaion against their Go re rumen L — that 
Lorn pol toy hiwaelf, hating enjoyed tbe 
hospitality of England, and afterwards untuceeij. 
fully auailsd the then monarch of France, wa* 
permitted tn return tohis former aijlura, and enjoy 
tbe security of British protection— 'that be wu 
permitted tlier* to repot* out of th* reach of 
the power! of Europe — all united against hi* 
dynatty— all prepared to co operate for his 
destruction. The life of NaroLPoir the 3rd 
waa one of long conspiracy. V't alliance* were 
of every description. Hut elevation wan by 
iiept which the event miy pardon, but which 
morality can never vindicate ; and now, ub 
being aitailed in hu own cnunlry. la find him 
demanding of England to alter hat laws, hai 
stung tbe people as an insult and a threat. 
T o tigniflcance of thi* pressure ha* been fully 
eipkttiM by the action of the French army 
and the conduct of the official organ of France. 
There can be do uther interpretation put upon 
tha addresiet than that they flu aatnii England 
tith war, and that thi* threat ha* been aanc* 
tioned by the official publication of Frane*. 
No doubt the letter of apolopy from the French 
Minister would remove the itigma bad it been 
published in France, and had not tbe offence 
been renewed ; but England is not yet sunk ao 
low as to permit the oetenlitioti* intuit to the 
British nation to be one of the sacceufal arts 
ef ■ despotic ruler of France, however much ha 
may regret tbe r taction againat liim in th* 
nation id inaulted f id threatened. Such, then . 
waa tbe ietne to be determined by the British 
Common* — chosen especially to vindicate the 
national honour— tent to fortify Lord Pilves- 
itok in his resolution to bring :he Chinese 
authorities within the nsigesof ctviliied nation*, 
trtd to compel them to respect their trealiea. 
The resolution to resist waa taken in the midst 
or a teniae, itruggle in India, and in the 
absence of a large portion of the military force — 
taken in the presence nf a nation within an 
hour'* steam, and hr-ring an army that could be 
concentrated in a day. It showi how resolute 
and -niund is the hesrt of England ; that there 
are men left on her soil sufficient to stand by 
the right of asylum, and to oppoie the 
aggrcition of any power, howcrer strong, on 
the principle* which have been the glory and 
safety of Great Britain amidst the wreck of 
thrones and the ruin of dynasties. 

Much a* war would diitrsas us ; great a* 
lbs peril to which we should be exposed ; 
heavy a* would be tbe cost thrown upon the 
country for its own defence, still we 
hclisve there ate few men even in New South 
Wale* who would not encounter all these risks 
rather than tec England pale b;fore the terrors 
of European despotism, or be one whit lets an 
asylum for the persecuted- It is attonitbing 
how any foreign nation can have th* impudence 
to nsk for restriction! upon thia freedom. The 
monarch* of France bar* in tbair tarn run to 
this thelteT. In the revolution of 13-Jrl it be. 
ctme queptionible whether the whole familr of 
kings and princes would not be domiciled 
beneath the shadows of St. Jamei' 1 How 
strange that they who knot the biLterr.e^H of 
faction in their own country — hot reckless of 
life, either of their own or of th*ir enemiea— 
that thty ihould not apprecUt* th* tpiiit which 
hat made tbe English at one* lit -abiding 
and free. It is our interest to maintain 
amicable relation* with France, but nothing can 
obUterite from ouf remembrance it* history for 



Ihe last Tew wore year*, or convince ns that a 
military dupotitm can maintain itutf for „ 0 y 
length of time upon th* anil of Frane*. £*iry 
attrp in that despotism must be ^ownwtrdi. 
Civilian* will disappear before tr>. d m *n ef th* 
sword ; law will give place \& " orders of tb* 
day and the tn.nl* »,-.tlon, held down under 
innumerable thrills, will seem berelt of intelli- 
gence and vitality, until by iome (nighty thro* 
it heave* off the whola incumbrance together. 

The telegram hat put u* in potiessioa of 
thi* monuntou* fact. A few day* hence we 
(hay know more fully what will b* It* effect 
upon tha trillions or England. We bop* ear- 
neatly that tha assertion of our national inde- 
pendence will be received ai it it meant 

not at sympathy with at***iin>, or ho*. 
tility to the dynasty of France, but a* the reso- 
lute determination on th* part of the Britiab 
nation never to yield to a threat— never to effect 
a change, even though deairahla in itself, under 
a foreign preHure. If, however, unhappily a 
warlike spirit, or the neceeiitiei of a milltuy 
despot, ihould prompt an attack upon Great 
Britain, we ahall be immediately involved in tha 
struggle. Has our OoTBrnnsent made any pre- 
paration to defend this country ? I? that part 
of the Govepiron's speech promising some mili- 
tary organiaation a mere delusion ? Whan we 
are told that Europe is in profound peace, and 
that therefor* w* may dispense tith every 
soldier and every gun, we fear that great facta 
in the present atale of the world are overlonked, 
and thui tbe awful poatibility that at any moment 
the conflicting passions of Europe may involve 
the whole Continent in conflagration. The 
profound peace of Europe is the ominoui etillneat 
which sometime* letlles upon the earth before 
the clement* commence their .trife aad all 
nature seems to look pale and trembles. 



Tn* intelligence of the death of Sir Ch.vbiii 
Fitz Rorwillbe heard by many with tegrat. 
We are quite awate that strong opinions were 
once e s pressed with reference to his personal 
character. All this raul be lift to tha highest 
tribunal. But, at a Governor, Sir Cninr.it 
Fin Rot is entitled to respectful remembrance. 
He aitumed offi.ee during the time of transition, 
then popular impulse* were felt in every depart- 
ment of public affairs, while the organisation 
of (iovernment remained thoroughly despotic. 
Sir fn.tii.ri Fm Rot ta* sole ruler, and hi* 
officials were bound to accept hi* instruc- 
tion* a* their law. Other* in a 
similar position adhered to the latter 
of th* old *yatem, and maintained 
in««*ent war wiih all who ventured an 
opinion or refuted a military obedience. But 
Sir Ch+biks Fits Rot interpreted hi* eom- 
mttFiion in an English spirit, and endeavoured 
to clothe hi* power in constitutional forms : to 
disguiae its naked force by deference to the 
opinion of hi* officer*, and by a Toady acqui- 
escence in the views of the LcgiiUture. It wa* 
the custom or hia detractor! to represent him as 
* mere puppet! in the hands of the Chief Secre- 
tary. No doubt. Sir Cewh Fni Rax wa* 
free from the abinrd vanity of at* timing that, as 
Governor, be mmt necessarily repel advice, and 
act on hi* own ideas. But be showed an in- 
dustry and adaptation fur bnaineat which amply 
disproved th* notion. onee**iugly propagated, that 
he wu too dull to comprehend, and too idle to 
perform, the dulici of hi* station. 

Sir CHiiLii Fin Rot waa a conttitntional 
Governor. He broke through tbe form of a 
despotic system, and softened it ; and ht prepared 
tb* way for the fundamental change* which 
followed hi* retirement. Aad thit it no imall 
praise. Others miy be found among hi* tnc- 
eessors who til! lend their effort* tn voh 
coutitutionaj government of their efficacy : 
and, relii r*d by law from mpontibility, forget 
that tbelr relief is also a restraint. But to Sir 
Chablei alone can belong the credit of having 
suffered the Oovorrtment lo proceed on comli- 
lutiunal principles before he enjoyed the indem- 
nity they gentrally confer on the head of the 
Executive. 

Sir Ciiiim Fits Rot w*a eminently a 
jrenileman- — descended from a family uniting 
lbs blood nT peasant* and kinga, be preserved, 
perhaps, iome of both the fault* and attraction* 
of hi* rtce. Thote tho trace a ftmily by the 
features, funded that Sir CaiEnt Fitjl Rov 
resembled hit witty and licentious ancettor 
CtianLit the BtroMi. Hit runner* were 
alwtyi courteous and friendly, or, if ever he 
forgot himtelf for an instant, bis apology wu 
generoua and ample. When a member of hi* 
Executive opposed the displacement of Mr. 
Ctt a m r-- Cowtep u Chairman of th* 
Railway Board, Sir Ciiani.Es received th* 
opposition with uperity and reflected on 
hi* faithful adviser : but at the neit meeting of 
the Council he apologised fully, a* a gentleman, 
for his heite and unfairness, and wiped away 
their memory save u Uluiutiing hi- dignified 
character. 

Sit Cnanr-is Fin Rot shared in that doruatic 
sorrow which made >o many Englith hearths 
detolate— hit son, a gallant soldier, fell in tha 
trenches of Scbutopol, 

£o paesee the world away ! The rapid 
changea which terminate in one goal show the 
vanity of eTet) thing— power, rank, and domestic 
endearments, and that nothing it worth a 
passionate pursuit that doe* not bear npon it 
the sump of eternity.
